GIFT vouchers have been awarded to Weymouth 
residents who put forward their suggestions to im¬ 
prove Radipole Park and Gardens. 

The ideas were asked for as a bid was prepared 
for a £1 million grant from the Heritage Lottery 
Fund to improve the area. 

Weymouth & Portland Borough Council and the 
Friends group wanted to hear feedback from resi¬ 
dents on their plans to transform the park and gar¬ 
dens. 

The responses received from a questionnaire will 
be used to help demonstrate how much Weymouth 
residents value the heritage of Radipole Park and 
Gardens, and wish to conserve and enhance it for 
future generations. 

Councillor Andy Blackwood, Weymouth & Port¬ 
land Borough Council’s Community Facilities 
brief holder, said: “We want to thank residents who 
took part in the questionnaire and had their say on 
proposals. Congratulations to the winners of the 
£50 gift vouchers funded by The Friends of 
Radipole Park and Gardens. 

“It is important to point out that we are seeking 
these views as part of our bid to The Heritage Lot¬ 
tery Fund's Parks for People and that the proposals 
are part of the plans if funding is granted. We will 
be working closely with the Friends of Radipole 
Park and Gardens to submit a funding bid in the 
New Year." 

Over the coming months there will be a series of 
events and forums to explore each of the themes 
featured in the questionnaire. 

Proposals in the questionnaire included: 

• Improve drainage to minimise winter flooding 
of open park area 

• Introduce a bog garden, and pond, to assist with 
drainage 

• Resurface car parks, play area and public tennis 
courts 

• Resurface the path network throughout the park 
and gardens 

• Improving public tennis courts with new fenc¬ 
ing and resurfacing 

• New larger skate park built in concrete

Commissioner asks if council tax 
should be increased for policing 


COULD you spare £3.80 per year to boost policing 
services in Dorset? 

Police and Crime Commissioner, Martyn Underhill 
is urging Dorset residents to take part in a consulta¬ 
tion, which will help him decide whether to freeze or 
raise the part of the Council Tax bill which is used to 
pay for policing in the county. 

In the last five years, Dorset Police’s budget has 
been cut by £19million in real terms by central Gov¬ 
ernment and will continue to be cut by £1 million 
every year for the next three years. 

Cuts 

In Dorset, around half of the police budget comes 
from the Government and the rest is made up from 
local Council Tax with the responsibility for setting 
the cost falling to the locally elected PCC. 

Dorset Police and Crime Commissioner, Martyn 
Underhill, said: “The Chief Constable has formally 
requested that I raise the precept to allow the force to 
meet the challenges facing policing. 

“A maximum rise of £3.80 per year in Council Tax 
would generate £1.07million income, meaning we 
would have roughly the same amount of money as 
this year, taking into account our ongoing govern¬ 
ment cuts. 

“However, we found out today that Government 
have further reduced the amount they give to us in 
order to hold back more money for special initiatives. 

“When the Chancellor announced, in November 
2015, that there would be no more cuts to policing, 
this was based on the expectation that PCCs would 
raise the policing element of the Council Tax bill 
every year until 2019. 

“I’d like to thank residents for supporting a rise last 
year. Without it, the force would have had to lose 23 
operational police officers and seven police staff ded¬ 
icated to frontline operational support.” 

Last year, more than 4,000 residents responded to 


the consultation with 82 per cent supporting a rise. 

Assistant Chief Constable, Mark Cooper, said: 
“Last year’s precept increase made a real difference 
to policing in Dorset - helping us to tackle new 
threats and to improve our use of technology, both in 
investigations and engagement with the public. 

“Again, we are facing financial pressures in real 
terms. While we’d obviously remain able to respond 
to emergencies and carry out other critical tasks, bud¬ 
get reductions make it difficult to innovate and im¬ 
prove how we work. 

“If Dorset residents support a relatively small rise 
to council tax contributions, we are again pledging to 
invest in specific areas that we have been told are im¬ 
portant to local people. You would also see these im¬ 
provements happening quickly over the next year.” 

If Council tax were to be raised in 2017/18, this 
would be invested in: Protecting adults at risk of 
harm; Improving response to common, non-emer¬ 
gency types of crime; And continuing to embrace new 
technology. 

The Police and Crime Commissioner’s office will 
be undertaking a number of roadshow events in Jan¬ 
uary 2017, throughout the county, offering residents 
a further opportunity to let me know what they think. 

Following feedback from Dorset residents, Mr Un¬ 
derhill will put his precept proposals to the Police and 
Crime Panel on February, 3rd 2017 for their com¬ 
ments. 

Once the Commissioner has listened to their views 
he will make his final decision.

FAMILIES in the Littlemoor area of Weymouth are 
being invited to adopt a fruit tree as part of a new 
community orchard project. 

The trees have been donated by WJ Roadmarkings 
as part of a carbon off-setting measure within a con¬ 
tract with Dorset Highways. 

A local partnership made up of Big4Littlemoor, 
Bincombe Valley Primary School and Westfield 
School will be working closely with Julie Hurst- 
house, Community Development Worker for Dorset 
Councils Partnership, and officers from Dorset 
County Council to make the project a success. 

The community orchard will be planted at the east¬ 
ern end of Littlemoor in an area known as the Wyke 
Oliver Pond, which is part of the Lorton Valley Na¬ 
ture Park. 

Residents and families will be able to adopt and 
choose their own tree to plant and enjoy for the fu¬ 
ture. 

Julie Hursthouse, Weymouth and Portland Commu¬ 
nity Development Officer, said: “This is a fantastic 
opportunity for local people to get involved in a pro¬ 
ject that has endless potentials; as family event days, 
sharing recipe ideas, information pages on websites, 


cooking blogs and working with the schools it is cre¬ 
ating a lasting legacy for all.” 

The area of land and large pond is owned by Dorset 
County Council and is being managed as a wildlife 
reserve to link the historic Ridgeway with the Lorton 
Valley. Developer FH Cummings has installed a gate 
to ensure easy access for residents and walkers. 

Dr Phil Sterling, Coast and Countryside Service 
Manager, said: “Throughout the design and construc¬ 
tion of the Weymouth Relief Road, we have aimed 
to make a virtue of necessary engineering features 
such as ponds needed for collecting water off the 
road. 

“This is a great opportunity for the community to 
help us shape the long term future of Wyke Oliver 
Pond as a publicly-accessible wildlife site on their 
doorstep.” 

Planting days will take place in the New Year, 
where all the trees, equipment and adoption labels 
will be available.

Hospital searching for 
cancer appeal fund-raiser 


THE trust which runs Dorset County Hospital is of¬ 
fering up to £48,000 for a job position of “fund¬ 
raiser”, almost double what it pays some first year 
junior doctors. 

The job, advertised this week, promises between 
£40,000 and £48,000, plus unspecified ‘benefits’ to 
the right candidate. 

The hospital charity is trying to raise £1.75million 
for its work with cancer patients - but has been ham¬ 
pered by negative feelings locally about a reorgani¬ 
sation of services which many people feel is not what 
they want. 

In it recruitment material the trust said: “Your track 
record in fundraising should speak for itself, and you 
will have plenty to say about how we can improve 
our practices and enhance our income. Needless to 
say, you will be fully versed in managing major cam¬ 
paigns, exceptionally astute about marketing and ex¬ 
tremely media-savvy, and you will bring a high level 
of financial literacy and meticulous attention to de¬ 
tail.” 

It also says that the position will involve leading a 
team of fund-raisers, but not say how many, of 
whether some of these will be volunteers. 

“Our charity is central to everything we do - so your 
importance cannot be overstated. Right now, we’re 
aiming to raise £1.75million to transform our facili¬ 
ties for cancer patients and we have lots of other ideas 
for the future. You will bring them to life as you build 
our fundraising capacity to give us the income we 
need to transform people’s health. Setting a clear 
strategy and some ambitious benchmarks, you will 
define and deliver new income streams from trusts 
and Foundations, high net worth individuals, local 
businesses, the media, patients and of course existing 
donors. We want you to make your team the best in 
the business, with all the training and confidence they 
need to succeed - and with the passion to innovate

and apply their imagination to boost our bottom line.” 

The job advert also offers an insight into how the 
hospital is expecting to see its future income being 
generating - with an increasing emphasis on charity 
giving to maintain services. 

The Hospital in Dorchester, where the job will be 
based, is the area’s main provider of acute hospital 
services to a quarter of a million people and renal ser¬ 
vice to almost a million. 

Applications for the post have to be submitted by 
January 3rd. 

All board! Rail stations see 
rise in passenger numbers 

WEYMOUTH and Dorchester rail stations are the 
busiest in the county - after Bournemouth and 
Poole. 

The Office of Rail and Road figures for 2015/16 
show the number of entries and exits to train sta¬ 
tions. 

Weymouth has 742,236 passenger trips, fol¬ 
lowed by Dorchester South with 481,015 entries 
and exits with Dorchester West showing up with 
134,105 and Maiden Newton with 20.582. 

At Upwey 44,042 were recorded and 57,522 at 
Moreton. 

The least busy station is Chetnole, with just 
1,946 entries and exits in a year, equivalent of five 
people a day using the request halt. 

Thornford had just 2,874 people using it in the 
past year, less than eight people per day. 

Across the county the figures for the year were 
almost 35,000 up on 2014-2015 - with 7,555,362 
entries and exits compared with 7,521,936.

Council reassurance over care review 


DORSET County Council claims that a review it is 
carrying out is not aimed at reducing the level of so¬ 
cial care it provides. 

The statement comes after concerns that many older 
people, adults with disabilities and those with mental 
health issues, would find care packages being reduced 
as the county council struggles to fund services follow¬ 
ing Government budget cuts to the county. 

“Despite the challenges of increasing demand for so¬ 
cial care services and reduced funding from Central 
Government, the county council is not looking to re¬ 
duce the care that individuals receive. We will be look¬ 
ing to work in closer partnership with our provider 
organisations to enable people to maximise their in¬ 
dependence,” said Councillor Jill Haynes, Cabinet 


Member for Adult Social Care. 

The council is currently working with the Dorset 
Clinical Commissioning Group (CCG) to look at 
how it provides care and support to vulnerable peo¬ 
ple. 

The current provider contracts are up for renewal 
in November 2017. Last week the county council’s 
Cabinet approved plans for the re-procurement of 
these contracts. 

The council says it is “exploring a wide range of op¬ 
tions and opportunities, including working more 
closely with partners and providing services in differ¬ 
ent forms in community and residential settings. This 
project is about making sure we deliver the very best 
provision for our local residents.”

I wonder what news 2017 will bring? 


WHAT a year Weymouth and Port¬ 
land has had from the sublime to 
the ridiculous. 

In January the financial chickens 
came home to roost in Weymouth 
when a report said repairs were 
needed to prevent a harbour wall 
collapse while a storm caused 
havoc in February with 80mph 
winds which severed road and rail 
links and left hundreds of homes 
without power. There was also 
mourning for Portland’s Jurassica 
chief executive Mike Hanlon who 
died suddenly. 

March saw a campaign launched 
to scrap traffic lights at Wey¬ 


mouth’s notorious Boot Hill junc¬ 
tion while Portland Museum ap¬ 
pealed in April for £20,000 to 
rethatch the roof of their Marie 
Stopes building. The future of 
Weymouth’s park and ride was also 
in the balance. 

In May the Green Party won a 
seat on the borough council while 
in June there were celebrations to 
mark the Queen’s birthday and the 
town’s huge Armed Forces week¬ 
end. 

There was also history made 
when the Weymouth “out of the 
EU” vote proved to be the highest 
majority in Dorset. 


In July plans were made for a 
possible Weymouth Town Council 
as county plans looked at restruc¬ 
turing local government while in 
August local prison staff were 
under pressure because prisoner vi¬ 
olence and drug taking was con¬ 
tributing to staff shortages. 

Parking and traffic chaos came in 
September caused by the start of 
the school year and the huge Iron- 
man event in Weymouth which 
gridlocked the town while in Octo¬ 
ber Dave Cumber Vets moved into 
a £1 million new home on Wey¬ 
mouth’s Links Park. 

November saw talks about Wey¬ 


mouth harbourside development 
while the council’s grant of plan¬ 
ning permission for its former 
North Quay offices was branded its 
worst decision in eight years. 

December still has three days to 
go but has already produced annual 
figures which showed Weymouth 
crimes reported to police were up 
by a third. Ideas were also an¬ 
nounced for the vision of develop¬ 
ing Weymouth Pavilion peninsula 
as a leisure hub. These included 
all-weather family attractions, a 
hotel, restaurants, some housing 
and a decked car park. 

Finally, planning permission was 


granted for a number of “bland” new 
homes on the former Value House 
site at Wyke Regis. Let’s hope 2017 
has a bit more spice to it.

the 
of 2016 
ap¬ 
proaching, I 

thought it would be 
fitting to appraise 
my adventures in 
theatreland over 
the last 12 months. 
It’s been an epic 
year, as I’ve visited 
over 30 amateur 
shows and around 
150 different profes¬ 
sional productions. 
I’ve revisited some 
of my favourite 
long running musi¬ 
cals, including 
Wicked (which I 
watched eight 
times), Kinky Boots 
(five times) and The 
Phantom of the 
Opera (just twice!). 

I have also met 
and interviewed 
around 50 celebri¬ 
ties of varying de¬ 
grees of fame 
including Sir Ian 



McKellen (intelli¬ 
gent and imposing), 
Catherine Tate 
(frosty), David Has- 
selhoff (bizarre) 
and one of my mu¬ 
sical theatre idols, 
Ruthie Henshall, 
who was an ab¬ 
solute delight. The 
highlight however, 
was when I got to 
have coffee with 
some of the real 
Calendar Girls, who 
were promoting a 
new musical based 
on their story, 
which has been 
written by Gary 
Barlow and Tim 
Firth and will open 
in the West End 
early next year. I 
was taken with how 
passionate they are 
about the charity 
they set up over 18 
years ago to raise 
money for victims 
of blood cancer and 



their families- truly 
inspirational. 

I also caught 
some new shows 
including Harry 
Potter and the 
Cursed Child (awe¬ 
some, but I had a 
nap), Dreamgirls 
(superb), Half a 
Sixpence (glorious) 
and Aladdin 
(heart-warming) 
plus a few, which 
have already been 
and gone like 
Groundhog Day, 
Guys and Dolls, 
Funny Girl, and 
Mrs. Henderson 
Presents. 

I’ve seen straight 
plays, comedies, 
circus, one man 
shows, two han¬ 
ders, Shakespeare 
and some fully 
staged extravagan¬ 
zas, but I have to 
say it’s still the mu¬ 
sicals, which are 
my real source of 
joy, with shows like 
Kinky Boots, The 
Book of Mormon 
and Mamma Mia!, 
always worth a 
visit if you are feel¬ 
ing low.

THE trials season in Dorset continued with 
a return to field-based events with the re¬ 
cent Hardy Classic trial when 25 drivers 
contested the Autotechnics Trophy trial at 
Hogcliff Farm near Dorchester. 

Four rounds of six tests provided the chal¬ 
lenge although the dry ground conditions 
were destined to provide close competi¬ 
tion across the two major classes. 

Battle was joined at an early stage in the 
Class 1 which catered for both front and 
rear wheel drive cars, which were not car¬ 
rying ballast, with Peugeot 106 pilot Jez 
Searle shaping-up against Dave Atkins at 
the wheel of his 1587cc Citroen Saxo. 

The fourth section provided the first 
defining test with Atkins gaining four 
penalty points against the single penalty of 
Searle who took the lead but a dropped 
score of three during the second round of 
sections saw the two level at the lunch- 
break. 

The battle between the French machines 
continued with the Peugeot man complet¬

ing the third run having only added a sin¬ 
gle point to his penalty cache whilst the 
Saxo driver added two to his tally. 

During the final sextuplet of sections

The rear wheel drive category win went 
to Weymouth driver Alastair Stevenson in 
his MG TF whilst Maiden Newton's Sarah 
Kirby, sharing the driving duties in her fa¬ 
ther's Citroen Saxo won the award for the 
Best Performance by a Lady Driver.
